Curriculum  Committee  Comments 


Dr.  Weizel  (TWH)  stated  there  continues  to  be  a  need  for 
more  detailed  statements  of  goals  and  direction  to  teachers 
in  some  areas,  eg  Surgery  Clinics  in  Third  Year  and  Clinical 
Methods  in  Second  Year. 

Dr.  McLean  (SB)  offered  a  recomendation  for  some  alterna¬ 
tive  to  Friday  afternoon  clinics  for  the  Committee's  consi¬ 
deration. 

Dr.  Shumak(TGH)  recommended  examination  of  the  effective¬ 
ness  of  the  Third  Year  Study  Week-whether  it  should  be  re¬ 
tained,  or  whether  the  time  would  be  better  utilized  if 
scheduled  for  Comprehensive  Clinics,  for  example. 

A  proposal  for  Geriatrics,  consisting  of  37  hours  of  formal 
specific  topic  teaching  in  years  1-3,  and  two  weeks  of  ex¬ 
perience  in  a  geriatric  care  setting,  taken  from  the  8  week 
medicine  rotation,  in  year  4,  was  brought  forward.
